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PENNSYLVANIA CON- 
VENTION. 



The Thirty second Meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Society for the Ad- 
vancement of the Deaf was held in the 
Court Honse Building, Reading, Pa., 
August 29th and 30th, 1918. 

On Thursday evening, at 8:23 
\\ M. , the meeting was called to order 
by President Reider. It was opened 
with prayer by Rev. F. C. Smielau, 
missionary to the Deaf of Central and 
Western Pennsylvania. 

Secretary Ziegler read the call for 
this meeting. 

The President stated that the 
Mayor of Reading, Hon. Kdw. H, 
Filtiert, was out of town, and intro- 
duced Hon. Wellington M. Bertolet, 
City Solicitor of Reading, to make 
the address of welcome. The City 
Solicitor made a very appropriate 
address, to which Mr. J. A. 
Mcllvaine, Jt., of Philadelphia, 
made a response in behalf of the 
Society. 

Vice President J. W. Atcheson, of 
Pittsburgh, took the chair, and 
President Reider delivered his 
address, which was printed in the 
Journal of September 5th. 

The Secretary, R. M. Ziegler, 
read the Annual Report of the Board 
of Managers of the Society as 
follows : 

The Annual Report of the Board 
of Manager for the fiscal year end- 
ing April 20th, 1918, is printed in 
pamphlet form, and is ready for 
distribution to the members. 

Incorporated with it are reports 
from the Treasurer of the Society ; 
from the Board of Trustees of the 
Home ; from the several Local 
Branches ; and lists of members, do- 
nations, etc. It would take all night 
if we undertook to go over all the 
details in the Report ; so, to save 
time, I asked you to read them from 
the printed report. 

For your information, I will give 
some abstracts of the Annual Report 
as follows : 

The total amount of two legacies, 
received during the past year, was 
$9,690.17, viB\ $7,241.12 from the 
estate of Miss Sophie Hermann and 
$2,449.05 from Miss Mary H. Tay- 
lor, (dcaf*mute. ) 

The total amount of nine legacies, 
received within fifteen years (1903- 
1918) is $63,775. 17. 

In his annual address delivered in 
the year 1907, President Reider 
recommended that in some way an 
endowment fund of $50,000,00 
should be secured in order to assure 
the |)ermanent support of the Home 
Since that time the Ivndowment Fuud 
has been increased to $18,582.09 
It should be remember that there is 
a legacy of $50,000.00 in Pittsburgh, 
held in trust for the benefit of the 
Home, but it will not become ef- 
fective until the death of the testator's 
two brothers. In the meantime we 
hope that we will be able to continue 
to increase the Endowment I^'und to 
$50,000.00. When the fund has 
reached its goal, and the legacy of 
$50,000.00 has become effective, the 
Home will have a permanent fund of 
$100,000.00 and the income will be 
sufTicient to meet the increasing needs 
of the Home, we believe. 

It is known that tke last Legis- 
lature passed a law granting County 
supiK>rt to the Home. Unleas it is 
absolutely necessary, we think that 
the Society should not seek County 
aid for the present. The Society 
should sup|X)rt its Home entirely by 
its own efforts, and also make every 
endedvor to provide a suitable endow- 
ment for it. It is firmly believed 
that the Kudowment Fund will be 
further increased by legacies, and 
that we will thus be able to take care 
the Home without any great sacrifice 
on our part.

On Friday morning, August 30th, 
at 9:25 A.M. the President called the 
meeting to order. 

Mr. I). Kllis Lit, of Philadelphia 
read the following paper on ** 7 he 
Nccessa ry Prelm in inary Educa Hon 
for Deaf Children Before their 
Admission to Schools,** 
Pfesident, Ladies and Gentlenten ; 

Greetings : — 

The name " Pennsylvania Society 
for the Advancement of the Deaf,*' 
.seems so big -xnd means so much 
that I feel awed over the magni- 
tude of its possibilities. 

It is not the ** Society" part of 
the name that attracts me. It is 
the part *' For the Advancement of 
the Deaf," aud it is for that name 



and purpose that I have come to 
speak to you and to serve you and 
the deaf of the future. 

The Pennsylvania Society, a dis- 
tinguished from kindred societies, 
SjLtggests State patriotism and hints 
at an incentive to try to lead the 
country in service. 

I have a suggestion to make 
which, if carried through success- 
fully, would add a star to our "^Ban- 
ner of Progress,*' 

The deaf of to-day finds associa- 
tion with hearing people difiicult 
if not altogether impossible. Most 
of us speak with great efiFort and 
read lips with great strain, in spite of 
years of traintng in the hands of 
experts. 
Why? 

We have done our very best. 
Our teachers have tried every 
possible known means. 

Our schools have given ail. 
Our parents and friends have 
co-operated to the limit. 
Why, then? 

It is because our Government, 
our State Board of Education has 
neglected us at the very beginning. 
Yes, at the very beginning when 
we are trying to creep and walk, to 
eat with spoon and to dress ourselves, 
the Government thinks we are too 
young to learn anything, so no at- 
tention is given us until we are five 
or six or seven years of age, and then 
they are interested only in a half- 
hearted way. 

Parents who had had no experi- 
ence with the deaf, which is most 
often the case, did not known what 
to do with us : so they kept us warm, 
fed us, amused us aud put us to sleep 
as they do pet animals. 

But pet animals have no brains to 
develope — we have. Still our brains 
were not considered .any more than 
theirs, because they did not under- 
stand, did not know what to do. 

The brain is a mass of nerves 
with innumerable centers of energy 
each when developed having a capa- 
city to will partictilar power, walk- 
ing, speaking, thinking, etc., for in* 
stance. 

Naturally after four or five or 
more years of mental inactivity, cer- 
tain centers of energy in the brain 
are undeveloped. 

If you did uot allow a baby to try 
to walk for six or seven years after 
he was born, he would not be able to 
walk even at seven. He might be 
able to move and kick his legs, but 
not walk. Why? Because the 
center of energy in the brain that 
wills oneself to walk, is undevelop- 
ed. 

At childhood we can imitate and 
understand to a certain extent, i^os- 
sessing without a doubt certain 
faculties of mind— yet we do not so 
easily respond to general learning, 
because for precisely the same rea- 
son as in walking, certain centers of 
energy in the brain that will observa- 
tion, speech, lip-reading and more 
advanced understanding, are unde- 
veloi)ed or partially paralized. 

Consequently pupils at admission 
to school are backward, and in many 
ca.ses their brains are undeveloped, 
that teachers find general education 
for them quite as imfK>ssible as re- 
storing advanced paralyzed arms and 
legs to normal condition. 

The attempt at forcing general 
education in conjunction with the 
preliminary, as is the method in the 
schools of to-day, is not practical. 

You catuiot force centres of 
energy in the brain to function, 
they must be developed. Nature 
will not be coerced. 

The hearing is not absolutely 
essential for the development of 
speech, but the mind is. 

Deafness does not affect the mind, 
but inacivity of the brain does. 
Normal mind cannot be attained 
without development of the brain 
during infancy and early childhood. 
If during our infancy and early 
childhood our brains had been de- 
veloped normally , our schools could 
have given us more apdour teachers 
could Have taught us more, and we 
could by this time probably speak 
perfectly, read lips without auy 
effort, and mingle with hearing 
people with greater case. 

The Pennsylvania Society for the 
Advancment of the Deaf must 
change that **if** to a certanity for 
those of the future. 

What does that mean ? 
It means our parents must l>e 
taught how to train the minds of 
deaf babies. They must not at- 
tempt to teach speech and lip-read- 



ing at first, because they can do more 
harm than good. 

It requires experts to teach speech 
and lip-reading. 

But they can be taught how to 
train the mind and make develop- 
ment of the mind more normal. 

The training would have to be 
very simple to make it practical, for 
average people but it would have to 
be effective. It requires, therefore, 
the knowledge and experience of 
experts that working principles 
may be laid down to insure its suc- 
cess. 

We, the Pennsylvania Society for 
the Advancement of the Deaf, 
must make it possible. 

How? By making the Govern- 
ment take an interest in us from the 
beginning. How ? 

By getting the Government to 
pass a law making it compulsory for 
physicians to report every case of 
deafness to the local Department of 
Public Health, as is the case with 
contagious disease. The Depart- 
ment, in turn, should send the names 
to the nearest school for the deaf, 
and these schools should have teach- 
ers qualified to go to the homes of 
such children to set in motion the 
training for a more mormal de* 
velopment. 

All deaf schools should create 
bureaus for the Study of Methods to 
render the preliminary normal 
development of the mind possible, 
before admission to school. 

While this would mean an extra 
expense, it would be of incalculable 
benefit to the schools, as they would 
be in position to keep in touch with 
every prospective pupil, and then 
render the school work from the 
beginning more rapid, the. oppor- 
tunities for more advanced learning 
and the standard of merit for gradua- 
tion be raised. 

Other bureaus should be created 
for the purpose of investigating and 
continuing the progress of our educa- 
tion during vacations and after its 
school life is ended. 

Most of us are glad when we 
finish our schooling and discontinue 
the practice of our speech and lip- 
reading, which case brings us back 
to the same partial paralysis of 
certain center of energy in the brain. 

It is desirable and important then 
that the bureaus look after us and 
keep up the incentive for progress. 

In closing, let us, the Penn* 
sylvania Society for the Advance* 
ment of the Deaf, make a resolution 
that our Board of Managers be asked 
to consider the advisability of peti- 
tioning the Legislature to pass a law 
making it compulsory for physicians 
to report every case of deafness to 
the Local Department of Public 
Health, etc., as mentioned before. 

Then followed the discussion of 
the above paper in which Messrs. 
Mcllvaine, Ziegler, Hays, Fister, Lit 
and Mrs. McDonough and Mrs. G. 
T. Sanders, and others took part. 

Rev. F. C. Smielau, Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions, 
presented the following resolutions, 
which were adopted : 

Resolved, That the Pennsylvania Society 
for the Advancement of the Deaf in 
Convention a»aenibled in the City of 
Heading, Pa., hereby pledges its loyality 
to the President of the Uniletl States, and 
wishes him great success in his noble 
exertions for the cause of humanity and 
democracy. 

Nesolwd, That the President of the 
Society l>e and is hereby authorissed to ap- 
lK>int a Special Committee of five persons, 
three of whom sliall t>e menihers of the 
Board of Managers and the rtMuaining two 
selected from the meml>crship txxly of the 
Society, to consider the propriety and cx- 
pedieticy of continuing the present rela- 
tion of the Home with the Si>ciety and re- 
port its fitidiugs to the next biennial nitet- 
ing in 1920. 

Resolved That the Board of Managers be 
reque8te<l to consider the creation of a 
special Committee to devise ways and 
means for increasiug membership in the 
Society, in accordance with the suggestion 
of the President, and to take such actiotis 
in regard thereto as it may find advisable. 

Resolvciis That the matter of creating a 
reserve or contingent fund by the Society 
l>e referred to the Hoanl of Managers for 
such iliat>ositton as it may deem to t^ for 
the l>est uiterests of the Society. 

Resolt*ed, That the Society adopt one or 
fBorc deaf-mute war orphans of the Allied 
nations in Kurope and provide as much 
money as may be needed for the purpose. 

Resoli^dy That the Society deeply ap- 
preciates the unselfish services and valu- 
able aid so continuously given to the 
Home fiH Xvr^X iind Innmi Deaf by the

Resolved, That we make grateful ac- 
knowledgment to the Berks County Com- 
mission for the use of the Court rooms for 
our meetings. 

Resolved, That we express our thanks to 
Mrs. John T. McDonough for her services 
as interpreter during the Convention. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Society 
be tendered to the press of Reading.

" Sir/' said the lientenaot, '^one 
of the fustructora rau one of our big 
trucks In a ditch and th« boys work- 
ed so hnrd and so late getting it out 
thftt 1 relieved them from drill doty 
this evening." 

** Lieutenant," naid the com- 
manding officer, 'Uhe instruotor no 
doubt ran the truck into the ditch 
for H purpose. If those boys took 
an unusually long time getting the 
truck out and going, that is unfor> 
nuAte for them I shall expect all 
your men to J>e iu line for evening 
drill without* fail." 

*' Yes, sir," and the lieutenant 
stiffly saluted, ••is that all, sir?" 

** No, you might tell your truck 
men that one of General Pershing's 
men who spoke here some time ago, 
said his company fought in the 
trenches for two days and relumed 
to their billets to rest aud were then 
ordei'ed to dig ditdies all night," 
concluded the oommRnding officer. 

Right there the war struck home, 
for the lieutenaut and for a squad 
of privates — and they weren't any- 
where near a battle line, bnt in a 
Middle Western city where they 
were part of a regiment being train- 
ed first as soldiers and second as 
auto qpteohanics and chauffeurs. 
Ill new vocational training schools 
establisheti by the War Department 
thousands upon thousands of draft- 
ed men are being given a training 
which marks a new departure in the 
development of our National Army, 
and the utilisation of the facilitiee 
for training soldiers in this work haa 
been bronght iu three months to a 
high degree of perfection, luciden- 
tally it iMMiiteii a new way for eham- 
beis of oommeroe to take part in the 
war. 

To round out a completely equip- 
ped and completely trained army, 
the Ueneral Staflf some months ago 
created a new oommittee of educa* 
tion and special training to study 
specfioally the needs of the army 
and 10 secure the oo*operation of 
technical edncaliou institutions 
over the country for the training of 
men iu many Hues of Industry. 

The Indiana|>o]is Chamber of 
Commerce, learning of the plan, 
came forward and offered to train 
10,000 auto mechanics iu Indiana 
polls during the present year, and, 
acting as the agent of the War De- 
partment, take the full responsi* 
hility for housing, feeding and pro* 
viding an instructional staff. The 
coma»ittee, seeking to establish 
schools everywhere a good location 
could be found, was not averse te 
letting H commerce organization try 
Its hand alon« educational lines, 
and five hundreil men were placed 
in a school created hy the Chamber 
of Commerce. The experiment was 
a success, to such an extent that 
contracts were signed whereby the 
Chamber of Commerce opened fain- 
schools containing nearly twenty- 
ftve hnndretl men, provided meals 
and housing and a staff of one hint 
dred and thirty instructors and 
created the largest vocational train- 
ing detachment in the United States 
under one mangement. 

The Itidianapolis Chamber of 
CommeiH?e took ovt?r the State Schtx)! 
for the Deaf, the State School for 
the Blind, sn entire hotel, a factory 
building, the vocational fiicilitles of 
two high schools and the State fair 
grounds, all lo* f Inlianapolis, 

Auto nu'chauv itteurs, black 

smiths, electricians, gunsmiths, car- 
penters and woodworkers, sheet 
metalworkers, telegraphers and 
aerial telegrapheis, are being tiain- 
m\ in the four schools. The automo- 
bile factories of Indianapolis loaned 
thousands of dollars worth of in- 
structional material, as did the 
factories in other lines, and re- 
leased their best men to assist in 
the instruction work. The school 
commissioners turned over two high 
schools aud the city's vocational 
director, a fleet of Liberty (rucks 
was turned over to the schools by 
the Government, the Chamber of 
Commerce created a separate busi- 
ness staff with accounting, purchas- 
ing, inspection and statistical de- 
department, and a post exchange 
division. 



effort, accepted the full responsi- 
bility placed upon the organization 
by the War DepaHment. The lat- 
ter assigned a large complement of 
officers to handle the military train- 
ing which, was necessarily of first 
consideration. Beyond that point 
the Chamber of Commerce built up 
an instructional staff of approxi- 
mately one hundred and twenty- 
five men, pnrchased thousands of 
dollars worth of Instructional mate- 
rial for use in the schools, and or- 
ganized a oommissaiy department 
to furnish plenty of substantial well 
cooked food, aud the total expendi- 
tures were kept within a previously 
agreed allowance by the Govern- 
ment of a certain sum per man per 
day. 

A schedule of from six to Mvea 
hours of vocational work a day, 
three hours of drilling and study 
periods, made up a hard, steady 
aud intensive course of work. 

The way the men developed wai 
ao inspiration to the instrtiotors. 
Farmer boys and clerks, thrown in- 
to shops for the first time, were able 
within three weeks to repair guns 
and metals and join sections of steel 
so cleverly that the place of joining 
was invisible without the most 
minute inspection in a strong 
light. 

While work was suspended oq 
Saturday noon, boys would ask 
their instructors if they couldn't be 
given special work to do over Sun- 
day. The officer of the day, paus- 
ing one evening outside a dormitory 
room an hour after taps had sound- 
ed and lights were out, heard a low 
voice in continual action. Enter- 
ing suddenly he found one man 
with an electric flashlight under 
the bed clothes reading aloud a 
chapter from a lK)ok on ignition, 
with the rest of the dormitory In- 
habitautd listening. They ware 
trying to get clearly in mind some 
intricate points on automobile wir- 
ing discussed that day by an in- 
struotoi. 

Any u umber of men asked if they 
couldn't do experimental work after 
taps, quite williug to sacrifice their 
sleeping period In their thirst for 
knowledge. Of such material are 
we developing American soldiers. 

On a necessarily lapid tire course 
of mechanical instruction greater 
emphasis Is laid upon the actual 
doing of work rather than u|>on 
book knowledge. An instruotor 
would remove a very smalt hat im- 
portant part of a motor and set the 
students to finding what was miss- 
ing. And once having found what 
part was missing, they might atsid* 
denly be called upon to make a new 
part or to make a temporary repair, 
that a huge truck might he moved. 
Boys Iwug trained as carpenters 
would be rushetl to a field to erect 
a small building, and having imllt it 
they would l)e ordered to move it 
quickly to another spot, which turn- 
ed out to be soggy ground, wbore 
immediate consideration would have 
to be given to different types of 
underpinning. 

The inventiveness of the boya la 
called into play upon every oc- 
casion, aud it is amazing to see the 
ability of farmer boys especially, 
who are in the habit ot doing repair 
work about the farm with few ac- 
cessories, develop substantial me- 
thods of getting things done in the 
way of temporary as well as per- 
manent repairs. There is an en- 
thusiasm in getting things done 
which at times keopa the iaatructors 
hard pressed to keep a constant flow 
of materials for repair purposes. 

A man is allowed to develop 
rapidly as his training or ability 
permit-s. A student do^ not have 
to stay in one course with a class if 
he has mastered in a very practical 
way the work set o»i for him. At 
the end of a course a student may 
be rated as an all round first-class 
auto medianic, carpenter, electri- 
cian, 01 sheet motal worker, etc., 
hut his record of aoeomplishments 
and ability is truly set forth that 
hih officers at the front may know 
exactly what to expect from him in 
mt>chanical skill in addition to his 
recotd as a soldier. — Financial 
America.

announced the death of Enoch 
George Margraf, for eleven years 
preceding his call to the colors in 
February last, attached to the ad- 
ministrative department of the New 
York Institution. 

** Fan wood" is the first school 
for the Deaf in the United States 
to add a golden star to its service 
flag, which, while a proud honor, is 
a sad one. 

Mr. Margraf belonged to a family 
of patriots. His father served 
through the Civil War, and his two 
brothers are enrolled in the American 
Army that is battering its way to 
Berlin over the bloodstained and war- 
scarred fields of France. 

Mr. Margraf was an exceptionally 
gihed young man of thirty-two 
years. He was physically a fine 
sample of American manhood, 
T *- r fa portioned , splendidly 

poised, quick and agile, with musci 
of steel. On the base ball diamoi.v. 
he excelled, watchful and alert, cool 
and quick in action, resolute and 
sure in judgment. His manner was 
totally free from that excitableness 
that so often detracts from success. 
Intellectually he was well-read, 
accurate and able in the performance 
<ji his duties as stenographer and 
private secretary to the Principal of 
the Institution, and above all, he 
was faithful and reliable. His 
promotion to the office of assistant 
steward discloaed new talent of a 
high order and presaged a future 
that was bright with the promise of 
high position and emolument. 

Fers<mally, he was elean«minded, 
friendly and cheerful, with the man- 
ners of a gentleman. As director of 
athletics, he won the esteem and 
gratitude of the pupils by his firm 
but gentle ways. 

A loyal employee^ a generous 
friend, a loving son and a patriotic 
citizen, he has made the great .sacri- 
ii£ e for the nobie cause for which 
this terrible conflict is being wag- 
ed—that liberty under the law and 
the freedom of the individual shall

On the opening day of school, 
Wednesday, September nth, Princi- 
pal Gardner met the professors and 
teachers in Chapel ai i p m , greet- 
ing all with good wishes for the new 
term. Miss McClure, a new teach- 
er, was introduced, and the retire- 
ment of Mr. Bjorlee, to assume 
duties at Frederick, Maryland, was 
announced ; also the retirement on 
pension of Misses Green and King. 
The Principal mentioned that he had 
engaged two new teachers, who 
afterward asked to be released. * 

At the first assembly for the new 
term, in the Chapel at 9 a.m., the 
Principal gave a talk on Patriotism, 
illustrating Draft Day and the 
Loyalty of American Manhood in 
responding to the Nation's call. He 
said that we must all be ready to 
make sacrifices for our country, and 
to show our patriotism by patience 
and fortitude in meeting the calls 
made upon all. 

On the following day news that 
permeated the entire Institution 
with sadness was announced by 
the Principal at 2,50 p.m. 

Enoch George Margraf, who had 
been connected with the Institution 
since 1907, first as private secretary 
to the Principal and subsequently as 
assistant steward, hid been "killed 
in action'* in France, on the 13th of 
August, As a mark of respect to 
our late friend, the school was dis- 
missed at three o'clock. 

On Sunday, September 15th, 
Memorial Services were held in the 
Chapel at 11.30 A. M, 

The services were opened with the 
Lord's Prayer, 

Then Principal Gydner made an 
eloquent address, extolling the 
loyalty and efficiency of Mr. Mar- 
graf, whose record for willing, cheer- 
ful and helpful serviee would i>e 
treasured by all. He died on the 
field of honor,'a soldier's sacrifice to 
the cause of the liberty of the world. 
Enoch George Margraf tx-sj^aii duty

Enoch Henry Currier, on h^|/iciiiiier 
gth, 1907. Upon the death of Ro- 
bert L. Nimmo, Assistant Steward, 
on January 8th, 1915, Mr. Margraf 
was appointed to that position. 

Mr. Margraf was born in Brook- 
lyn on July 12th, 1886. He was 
graduated from Public School 39, 
New York City, afterward taking a 
course of instruction at Wood's Bu- 
siness College. He is survived by 
his father, a Civil War veteran, and 
mother, also four brothers and one 
sister, one of his brothers l>eing in 
the Naval Reserve and another in 
the Coast Artillery. Mr. Margraf 
was ens.' > - ^ rried to Miss 

Hertha >st estimable 

ng lady, ionnerly a tutor in the 
titution, but at present doing 
war work for the Government in 
Philadelphia. 

Among Mr. Margraf's duties was 
that of Athletic Director. He was 
most enthusiastic in this work, a 
great favofite among the boys, and 
will be sadly missed. 

Mr. Margraf was drafted in the 
National Army in February, 1918, 
and was assigned to the 306th Field 
Artillery, Battery E. After a very 
short training at Camp Upton he 
was aent to France. A$ in everything 
else, he was an enthusiastic soldier 
and applied for transfer to a very 
active branch of the service — the 
Machine Gun Divi.sion. The last 
news from him came from the vi- 
cinity of the Vosges Mountains in 
the vSouth of France. His father 
received telegraphic advice from 
Washington on Septemlx;r 12th, 
that Mr. Margraf had been killed in 
action on August t3th, and at once 
notified the Principal.

not a god In truth he was a man — 
all man. The bronze tablet can be 
relied on to sound his praises down 
the ages. There is an eloquence in 
silencf^ that b<»ggars speech. Silence 
is the latijLjUH^e of love. But I must 
i*n\v turn to my real purpose. 

'* When Dr. Thomas Hopkins 
Oallaudet, founderjof deaf educa- 
tion in this coun^ry^ returned home 
after studying European ways of 
educating the deaf, he brought with 
him two uHit hods : The one, th*^ 
French method of Abbe d<5 TEpee, 
l>aHed mainly on signs ; the other, 
the German method of Tleinieke, 
which relied exclusively on speech. 
These two methods, fused together, 
form what has been denominated 
'Mhe comhined system," otherwise 
known as the Arperican system. 
This system Dr. Gallaudet tised in 
the first American School for the 
Deaf, which opened at Hartford, 
Ct., in the year 1817. 

The other Mchools that Hubse- 
quently sprang* up all over the 
country, copied after the jfarent ; 
and so things ivent on for full half a 
century before a change began to 
present itself. In Germany, in the 
meantime, a new philosophy was 
develojiing, bfjsed on '* the will to 



power. " German ideals and Ger man 
*' efficiency" were noised abroad ; 
the school founded by Abbe de TEpee 
in France became 100 per cent. oral. 
Then Hometiuug naturally happened 
In America., The professors of 
oralism took avdantage of our child' 
hood, interested themselves in psy- 
chology, played politics and on the 
gullibility of parents ; and outside 
P. T, Barnum ; with the rf*Hult tliat 
loud "demands came from eveiy 
quarter for the oral method, for the 
German method and that alorie. 

GERMAN METHOt>. 

'* Today here in America, the 
German method of educating the 
deaf is still the favorite^ still gets 
the cream, while the French me 
thod subsists on crumbs. But a re- 
action is due. The war has put us 
in a pfsitlon to turn the tables. 
After years of fruitless contention 
against the spread of pure oralism 
in this country, we now have at our 
back a worhl enraged at everything 
German. Hnt let trs play fair. Let 
us not go to the other extreme and 
demand that the French method l)e 
used exclusively in every school for 
the deaf. Let us stick to our usual 
demand, namely: That the Ameri- 
can System be used in rv^ - hool 

for the deaf. 

** *It is a folly — a crinuj- to limit 
the f*ducation of the deaf to ftny 
single met hod,' says Dr. J. H. Cloud, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf; especially *if it be 
the oral — the most difficult aod least 
succesHful of methods.' This senti- 
ment Is not only shared by the great 
majority of the deaf, but by tlie 
higiiest hearing authorities. 

** I can give no better suggestion 
than * Join the National Association 
of the Deaf/ We are first of all 
Americans, and only secondly are 
we Jersey ites. We wish to do all 
in our power to see that American- 
ism be practiced in the deaf schools, 
and we can best accomplish our 
object by uniting into one big, 
powerful organization, instead of 
being, as the American deaf at 
present are, scattered Ipto so many 
petty organizations, all lacking the 
n^ pnnch. It wouldn't be a 

ba for the New Jersey Asso- 

ciation to re organize as a branch of 
the N. A. D. On the corWrary, it 
would more than quadruple our 
strength,"

The convention was first sche 
dnled for Parkersburg, but changed 
to this city, after it was learned 
that Charleston was to have a cele- 
bration on Labor Day. . 

Governor Cornwell was invited to 
adilresa the meeting, but owing to 
his having to go to Washington, D. 
C, he was unable to do so. He 
expressed his regrets and saUl that 
he would like to talk to them. 

It will be remember that during 
the last gubernalorial campaign con 
siderable interest was manifested in 
the West Virginia School for the 
Deaf and the Blind, located in the 
governor's home town, Rdmney, by 
a former superintendent, who was 
later relieved of his positon. 

It was said al the meeting yes 
terday afternoon that there would 
probalily be a resolution passed at 
to-night's session, asking for the 
transfer of the schools from the 
State Board of Control to the Board 
of Regents, which originally had 
charge of it. Former Governor 
Glasscock had it taken away from 
the Board of Regents, and since that 
time there has been considerable 
interhal dissension, it was salt! by 
a local young man, who was at one 
time a student thei'e. — Charleston 
Gazeite^ Aug, SI.

Rev. B. R Allabongh announces 
a service in Trinity Chapel Sunday 
morning, at 10:30 o'clock, Septem- 
ber 15th. 

. The State Boani of A-lministra- 
tion has made a survey of the gar- 
bage collected of the five State In 
stitutious in this city, from which 
glycerine, fatty acid for making 
soap fertilizers and other materials 
are made. At the Penitentiary 
they have a plant for the reduction 
of garbage and the collection is be 
coming so low that it cannot run 
full time. This Is because the 
Bosrd is endeavoring to comply 
with every suggestion and regula- 
tion by the United States food ad- 
ministration for the conservation of 
food, and is reducing the waste to 
the mmlmum. 

Recently a food survey was made 
at the school for deaf for one week. 
Every item of food that went into 
all of the dining rooms during the 
week of the survey was carefully 
weighed, and after each meal the 
residue was weighed. Thus was 
determined not only the amount of 
food served, but the amount of 
waste. No effort was made to 
change the bill of fare or the regu- 
lations governing the serving of the 
oonservation Of food. The usual rou- 
tine was followed. 

The entire tesidtie of food for the 
week, three meals a day for 561 per- 
sons, was but 257 pounds, making a 
little more than one-half pound of 
waste per week per person, or a 
fraction more than an ounce per 
day, or one third of an ounce per 
meal per person,
